An unfortunate Affair. 

On Friday evening last. personal difficulty 
arose between Michael Hilland a man by the 
name of Lewis, both living in theneighbour- 
hood of Sangamo-town, a few miles west of 
Springfield, in which Hill struck Lewis over 
the head with a piece of wood intended for a 
barrel stave, and so fractured hisskull thathe 
died on Sunday. 

The circumstances as detailed by the wit 
nesses before the magistrate’s court, are in 
substance as follows: Mr. Hill, who has a 
large and respectable family living in Spring- 
field, recently purchased a small piece of land 
iv the neighbourhood of Sangamo-town, and 
was living in a small shantee upon the land 
with two or three others employed by him to 
cut timber, clear the land, &c, On Friday 
last, Lewis, one of his neighbors who had 
sold him a whip lash, went to Hill's shan 
tee, in an ill humor and with the avowed de~ 
termination of getting the whip lash or the 
pay for it, or raising a fight, On demanding 
the pay Hill reminded him of a coat he had 
sold him upon which a balance more than the 
vale of the whip lash remained unpaid, and in 

view of which declared he did not owe him 
forthe whiplash This excited Lewis to such 
an extent that he commenced cursing and 
threatening Hill, who ordered him repeatedly 
to goaway. While in the midst of the angry 
controversy Hill was called to supper by a 
boy, the cook, upon which he immediately 
eaid-to Mr. Lewis, “if you wont go away come 
in and eat supper with me.” Lewis replied 
that he “would see him in h—Il first; that he 
would not eat with such a d—d rascal,” &c. 
and at the same time approaching him with 
his right band in his pocket. At this moment 
Hil), who had been standing in his own door, 
wheeled about and seized a barrel stave, near 
by the fire place, and with one foot out of the 
door and the other upon the sill, made a “job” 
at Lewis as if to push him over, but not mov- 
ing him, immediately struck him over the 
head. Lewis sunk beneath the blow, but re- 
covered sufficiently in a few moments, to 
walk part of the way home with the aid of 
two men. Hill, alarmed at the situation of 
Lewis, proposed to send for a physician, but 
Lewis? friends thought it unnecessary until 
it was too late, On Sunday Dr. Betts, was 
called in, but found his patient dying. On 
examining the wound he found the skull frac- 
tured, yet not so bad but with timely aid his 
life might have been saved. 

On Sunday night Mr. Hill was arrested and 
was bound over for his appearance at Court, 
in the sum of three hundred dollars.

Several auger holes were made 
through the window shutter, by which the 
robbers succeeded in removing an iron bar 
that held the shutters together. The vault 
was not entered, and nothing of consequence 
was taken.

DISMEMBERMENT OF THE WHIG PARTY, 

“The Harrison Cabinet is dissolved, and 
the ‘great whig party? reduced to ils original 
elements, Like one of those ingenious cons 
trivances of the ‘celebrated Mr. Isuac Edge,’ 
it has gone off with a bang, anda wiz and 
sporksof infinitely variegated fire and scatter- 
ed to the four quarters of Heaven. A large 
globule of quicksilver has been struck bya 
spatula, and lo! innumerable smaller globules 
elude the touch and embarass the vision, A 
history of its rise, progress and triumph, is 
‘one of the most instructive lessons of ‘philo- 
sophy, teaching by example, that hos ever 
been. ‘presented—its example is additional 
weight to the authroity of the maxim, that 
Honesty for political parties, as well as for in- 
dividuals, is eventually the only true policy. 

“The Whig party was as ingenious, and 
perhaps as simple a machine as was ever 
invented by that class of men, who have more 
confidence in the results of political ma~ 
neuvring than in the free and voluntary 
suffrages of the people—of men, who believe 
with Dr. Johnson, ‘that chance will elect a 
better mayor than’ a mob.’ It was wholly 
destitute of what we, perhaps bigotedly, re- 
gard ns essential in a party organization—a 
basis of common principle. It is ridiculou 
in answer to this charge, to point to the star- 
ing capitals which appeared at the head of 
the leading papers, or to the narangue of some 
partisan; inasmuch as they are of sufficient 
variety to suit a political weather-cock at 
any point of his revolution, as they might 
be quoted upon all sides of any question, are 
moreover, organs merely of different sections 
of the party, and not of the party as a whole. 
The charge is conclusively proved by the 
fact, that the Harrisburg Couvention, the 
only authentic hrgan of the party made 
no declaration of principles—by the fact 
that a resolution offered before it, by a 
delegate from Kentucky, that an address 
should be issued (0 the people of the U. S., 
embodying the principles and measures of 
the party, met with such a cold reception 
that it was silently withdrawn, It is plain, 
that the object was to leave the question of 
principle in a state of glorious uncertainty, 
{o unite men in opposition, whom it washope- 
less to attempt to unite upon any other point. 
No other policy would have held out the re- 
motest hope of success. There were no com- 
mon doctrines which could be published, no 
common measures which would meet with a 
genera! approval, and no candidate in the 
whole range of the party, whose faith, if at 
all known, would have been regarded as or~ 
thodox. It was notoriously by means of the 
non-committal principle, that men from the 
zenith, and men from the nadir, Bank and 
anti-Bank, strict Constructionists and high 
Tariff men, Jackson Tippecanoes and ‘out- 
snd-outers,’ Federalists and Democrats, met 
and embraced cach other. Their political 
creed was more yorious than their religious. 
Men were admitted to the same baptism, who 
ho more could have united in the same dec- 
Jaration of principles, than Calvin and Loyola 
in the same confession of faith, or a materi- 
alist and transcendentalist upon the same the- 
ory of ideas. By means of this policy, there 
was put together ‘a piece of joinery 0 cross- 
ly indented and whimsically dove-tailed—a 
Cabinet so variously inlnid—such a piece of 
diversified Mosaic—such a tesselated pave- 
ment—here a bit of black stone, and there a 
bit of white, that it was indeed a very curious 
show, but utterly unsafe to touch, and unsure 
to stand upon.’ This culpable neglect of the 
great organs of the party, to publish to the 
world their principles, pui it in the power of 
its subordinate agents to practice all the arts 
of deception and delusion, to conceal the real 
faith of the party or to misrepresent itin such 
a manner, as should conciliate the diverse 
views and interests of the opposition. In one 
quarter of the Union the whigs represented 
their candidate as a friend, in another an ene- 
my to a National Bank—here he was an abo- 
litionist, there a slaveholder—in the East a 
champion of domestic industry, in the South 
a foe to the Tariff. 

“It would be easy to show, that a political 
organization of this kind is corrupt and dis~ 
honest—that no different rule applies to our 
conduct as partisans than as individuals, to 
parties than to men, If it is dishonest to ob- 
tain the goods of aman under false pretences, 
if itis dishonest by the arts of trickery and 
delusion, to inveigle him of his time, his labor, 
and his money, it is equally dishonest to gain 
his political co-operation by the same means; 
to inveigle him of his sympathy, his vote, his 
influence. It would be easy to show thatsuch 
an organization is the prolific parent of dis- 
honor, fraud, hypocrisy, political corruption, 
national demoralization. But we are not ins 
tending-to waste our breath upon this point, 
to engage in so Quixotic an enterprise, as to 
make political parties amenable to the laws of 
morality or of honesty. Our censure is di- 
rected to the culpable want of foresight which 
did not, in the inception, detect the weakness 
and instability of such an edifice. It is not 
aguinat the dishonesty, but against the folly of| 
such.an organization that our lance is in rest, 
Tour voice had been potential in that con- 
vention, we should have asssiled the policy 
of organizing: without some sure basis of 
principle, some. manifesto of the doctrines 
which we maintained, and of the measures 
for which we were contending. If we hady 
discarded all regard for truth, if we had con~ 
temned the opinions of all honorable men, 
and could use only such arguments as a! 
Machiavel or a Catharine de Medici might 
consistently adopt, we should have said, you 
are preferring a temporary (oa permanent 
good: youare securing.a momentary triumph 
by a want of confidence in the popularity of 
the great principles wlth which this party is 
identified, by means, which will hereafter 
exclude those principles from any share of 
popular favor—Your vietory will be like that 
of Pyrrhus, your ruin. If your triumph is 
not one of, priociples, devoutly believed and 
thoroughly understood—if your only cohesion 


is opposition, you will crumble into atoms the 
Moment that you are in power. And what is 
worse, your dismemberment will be final.— 
For, when the people once discover that they 
have been entrapped by your disengenuous 
silence into the support of doctrines which 
they disbelieved, und of measures which they 
disapproved, they will forever lose all confi- 
dence in your integrity and honur, all faith in 
the principles you profess, and will hereafter 
be insensible to all arguments which may be 
urged in their support. They will brand you 
as hypocrites and deceivers—they will follow 
the Whig name with that universal detestation 
which is heaped upon those who abuse a sa- 
cred trust, who employ confidence as a weapon 
against the confiding, with the hiss which 
welcomes a fraudulent trustee or a dishonest 
guardion, with the relentless hatred with 
which the dupe pursues his deceiver, the vic- 
lim his swindler. 

“Such arguments were scorned; the party 
were wedded to their short-sighted policy, 
ond what has been the result? ‘The dismem- 
berment which an ordinary sngacity could 
have foreseen, is now a matter of history, and 
it will require the trumpet of the archangel to 
call together the scattered limbs of a body 
which was lately rejoicing in the fush and 
buoyancy of heath. ‘They have reaped the 
legitimate fruit of the non committal policy. 
Forgetting by what a frail tenure their first 
candidate, already in the grand climacteric, 
held his life, for the purpose of conciliating 
hostile interests, they nominated forthe second 
office in their gift, a person whose views upon 
the great measures which divided the nation 
were directly hostile to (hose of the party 
who supported him—a man who would lave 
been driven from their ranks and n curse 
averted from the nation, if they had ventured 
upon a frank’ and open declaration of their 
principles. ‘The party triumphed—within one 
month the President was dead—within two 
the Vice President was damned—Congress 
split into a thousand factions, and the party 
dispersed to the four winds of Heaven. Not 
one of their prominent measures has fully 
succeeded—The Land bill was emasculated, 
the Revenue bill shorn of its locks—the Ban 
rupt law has defects to be cured, and the Fi 
cal Agent has become a by=word and a re~ 
proach, Truly, honesty with parties, as with 
individuals, is eventually the best policy. 

“Another most striking fault of the whig 
organization was on utter want of confidence 
in the people. In an oge of general intelli 
gence, ina country whose whole social and 
political fabric rests solely upon faith in the 
people, the party revived all the worst devices 
of spiritual tyranny, all the arts of popular 
delusion, which have triumphed in the worst 
ages. Like Pythagoras and the Jesuit, they 
have thelr exoteric and their esoteric school; 
one doctrine for the initiated and another for 
the unitisted; one faith to be believed, another 
to be tavght. ‘Chey re-animated a system 
which lay buried under the odium of ages, 
embalmed in the execration of mankind as 
the author of Dogmatism in philosophy and 


Jesuitism in religion, to become the parent of 


an offspring equally loathsome and legitimate 
—availabilily in politics. Availability! aterm 
by which worth is dishonored that mediocrity 
may becanonized—a term which has given 
birth to adynasty of puppets which should be 
christened the available dynasty. ‘We, say 
the self-constituted arbiters of opinion, ‘we 
can admire capacity of intellect and expansion 
of soul—the views of the philosophic states- 
man—the words of the rapt orator find some~ 
thing kindred in us to inspire enthusiasm— 
but such things never touch the people—never 
excite ‘the masses’—they never can appreci- 
ate a statesman—they need some more glit- 


tering idol, more shining pagod—to catch 
their applause; we must throw around some 
mere negation, the halo of military glory.— 
We, the ekloktoé, can grasp abstractions, can 
{race principles to their result, can contend for 
Ie’ require some~ 


mere doctrine, but ‘the peo 
thing to modiato belween their faith and their 
senses, some visible symbols, some imposing 
forms, some emblem to exalt their sensualized 
intellect to the comprehension of pure truth.’ 
To meet the demand of this dogma, whig in- 
genuity was tasked, and their ability was 
equal to theexigency. From the resources of| 
minds capacious of such things, there was 
called forth an array of aids to devotion wor- 
thy of the most ideal era of the human mind. 
As “holy thorns” and pieces of the real cross 
left the devout Catholic by means of his senses 
into spiritual communion, so log cabins, cider 
barrels, coon skins and’ Tippeeanoe ongs, 
served the ‘enlightened’ American as media~ 
tors between the visable and the invisible, os 
a representative of that pure truth which his 
understanding could not reach without their 
aid, as a visible embodiment of the great po- 
litical doctrines for which he was contending. 
“We cannot express our contempt for this 
whole system of party tactics; we eschew 
all theories which proceed upon popular de- 
lusion, It is a species of levelling downward 
Which we cannot tolerate. We know of no 
intermediate step between full faith in the 
people and an abandonment of free Govern= 
ment, An organization of parties which goes 
upon an idea that the people cannot appreci- 
ate the true qualification of rulers, are not en- 
lightened enough to comprehend the leading 
doctrines which should influence their vote, 
may be tolerated where hereditary rules make 
the laws; but it is entirely foreign to the gen- 
jus of our institutions—it is a virtual renun- 
ciation of the great truth upon which they 
rest. We detest all this whig cant which di- 
vides the nation into “we’—the oracles, and 
‘the people, which makes one class individ- 
uals, but calls the other, compendiously, the 
‘masses,’ as il each unit of the mags was not

Trial of McLeod. 
At our Jatest ndvices this Important and 
deeply interesting trial was progressing siow- 
ly. Three days had been consumed in the 
preliminary arrangments, and the exomina- 
tion of some eight or ten witnesses, and it 
wos thought that it would take several days 
more to get through with the testimony, which 
was supposed would be very contradictory, 
The Philadelphia Ledger, bearing the latest 
date, says: 
“The trial at Utica is beginning to be 
ceedingly Interesting, and the witnesses who 
are now brought forward identify McLeod, 
and connect him with the infamous trausas 
tions of the night the Caroline was destroyed. 
The Utica correspondent of the New York 
Sun says, the witnesses by whom these facts 
were proven, were men of more than usually 
intelligent appearance, and delivered their tes- 
timony with great readiness, firmness, and 
apparent confidence in the undoubted truth of 
What they uttered. ‘THey stood the searching 
cross cxamination of Mr. Spencer, without 
shaking under it, cither iy tone or readiness 
of expression; or exhibiting any indication of 
wavering in their confidence of their own 
truth. ‘Pheie testimony made a very marked 
impression upon the jury and the audience, 
and during its rendition the prisoner was 
much agitated, and his before placid counten- 
ance exhibited indications of uneasiness and 
fear. During the cross examination of the 
witnesses, he constlted much with Mr. Spen- 
cer, suggesting questions, and anxiously 
waiching the replies of the witnesses, and the 
effect of them upon the jury. a3 far as it could 
be gathered from their countenances. The 
facts elicited were scattered industriously by 
the thronged auditory among their fellow cit~ 
izens after the adjournment of the court, and 
greatly increased the prevalent excitement in 
the city.”

Leod wore a sword or cutlass by his side, 
Nothing to materially alter their first (estimo- 
ny was elicited on- the cross-examination.

We extract the followirg testimony from 
the third day's proceedings: 

Cyartes Parke was the first witness cal- 
led—(examined by Mr. Woods.)—I reside in 
the Niagara District in Canada; Tam anative 
of Canada; I was raised on Chippewa Creek; 
T was there when the Caroline was destroyed; 
I was attending bar for Mr. Davis; Iwas there 
rising three months, commencing about the 
10th or 15th of December, on the day on which 
they first discovered people on the Island; I 
bave known Mr. MeLeod the greatest portion 
of the time—he has held the office of Deputy 
Sheriff of the Niagara District,

almost every day for that matter; £ saw him 
that day; he went to bed at Mr. Davis's pret- 
ty early—before dark; I saw him again after 
dark; a gentleman came and asked for McLead, 
and he was shown where he was; Mr. Mc- 
Leod got up; it was between eight and ten 
o'clock; he came down into the bar-room, and 
I think he said to Mr. Davis, if his brother 
should come to say that he had gone to Ni- 
rgara; I saw him after he left the house that 
night, between Mr. Davis's and Chippewa Cut; 
it was perhaps three quarters of an hour after; 
there were a good many people along the 
road; whether you could consider them in 
his company or not [ cannot eay, he went to 
some boats tied up at the side of the river; 
there were from 100 to 200 people there—100 
atall events; he proceeded up the Nisgara 
river with the boats; I think he got into one 
of them; he went, I should think, three quar- 
ters of a mile up the river with the boats; they 
had got out of the boats again and towed the 
boats up the river to the point of embarkation, 
nearly opposite the lower end of Navy Island; 
the current is stiff, and they towed the boats 
to get them up earlier; they shoved off from 
shore, and steered across the river as far as I 
could see; I remained there an hour, and then 
returned to Mr. Davis’ and went to bed; I left 
Mr. Johnson, the bar tender, with me, up; I 
have understood he is in Detroit; [ have not 
seen him since the fall of '38; I saw McLeod 
again next morning, about sun rise or a little 
after, or a little before; I saw him in the vil- 
lage of Chippewa, either in front of Mr. Davis’ 
house, or in the square; there were a great 
many people stirring at that time; there were 
none very close to him; I do not recollect 
hearing him say anything; if { recollect right 
MeLeod had a sword by his ; I believe T 
saw him again during that day; [think not a 
great while after, standing on Mr. Davis’ plat- 
form or stoop; I don’t recollect how often I 
saw him; I have seen him very often since 
that dey; he was about Chippewa a good deal 
that winter; he was often in the officers’ mess 
room; [ think Thave heard him say something 
about the destruction of the Caroline; it was 
(wo or three days after; [ think it was in the 
mess room where the officers dined; Captain 
Stennot was one that was there, and Major 
Cockle of the dragoons; there were four or 
five of them, he said he had killed a Yankee 
or something to that purport; they were con- 
versing in reference to the Caroline; I speak 
with considerable certainty when I say that 
McLeod got into the boat opposite the lower 
part of Navy Island. [have no doubt of it. 
Henry Meyers (examined by the Attor- 
ney General};—I reside about 4 miles 
this Canandaigua; I work ona farm; T have 
a family; Tama blacksmith by trade; T have 
resided in Cananda; I amn citizen of the 
United States born, {[ went to Canoda 7 
years ago, and left there § or 10 days after 
the Caroline was burned; I have seen Mc- 
Leod twice before; | saw him once when I 
came from Canada to Geneva, to sce my 
friends at St. David's and I saw him when I 
was moving out of Cannda at Niagara in 
Canada; it was about a year before I left 
Canada that I saw himat St. David's; when 
Usaw him at Niagara I bad stopped with my 
horses to™bait” them; it was cold, and | went 
into the bar to warm myself. There were 
50 or 60 persons there, some of whom had 
weapons, and some had not; when I was in 
the tavern, there was a conversation as to 
who had shot Durtee; somebody spoke and 
said, “who is the man?” McLeod spoke and 
said, “here he is; by God I’m the one;’?

going in; Isaw him again the next morning, 
about sunrise, near Mr, Davis? houso; it was 
not far from the end of the bridge that cros- 
ses Chippewa creek; I didn’t know any body 
with him; there were some that they call the 
Coburg troops; I think he hada helt on, but 
Tam not sure that he had anything bung to

ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE ONE OF THE 
SONS OF LOUIS PHILLIP! 
The London Sun of 14th, says—The fol- 
lowing distressing intelligence has just been 
brought by extraordinary express from Paris. 
It appears that the Duke D’Aumale who hnd 
marched with the 17th Light Infantry thro? 
France from Marseilles, had just arrived in 
Paris, and while proceeding at the head of 
his regiment, together with three of his 
orothers, to Neuilly, an assassin fired at tho 
party, and aimed the shot, as was supposed, 
at the Duke D'Aumale. Other accounts 
state that the assassin aimed at the Duke of 
Orlenns, but all threo fortunately escaped 
unhurt. The assassin was instantly arrest- 
ed, when the regiment continued to march 
to Neuilly where the Royal family at present 
reside. Public feeling at Paris, it appears,

“An attempt has beon made to assassinate 
the Duke d’Aumate to day. He was at the 
head of his regiment, proceeding along the 
fauburg St. Antoine to Neuilly, where a 
grand banquet was prepared by the King and 
Queen for him and his comrades in arms, 
when « map dressed ina blouse started from 
a enbaret and discharged a pistol shot at him.

Tho issassin was 
about thirty years of age, and no doubt a 
member of the secret societies that have 
lately been creating disturbances in Paris, but 
as yet no particulars have transpired con- 
cerning him.

“Pho sales of bonds made to-day were prob 
ably a lot that has been hypothecated at 36 
cents on the dollar with x certain house who 
threw them upon the market, with a view (o 
depress it. The commissioner of Iinois, 
Mr. Whiteside, is expected here daily in the 
Acadin, from Liverpool, when an effort will 
bo mado privately by the jobbers, to induce 
him to abandon the January interest, in or- 
der that the shorts may recover themselves. 
We have a strong dependence on the ability 
and integrity of the commissioner, and feel 
confident that the honor of the State will, 
with him,. be paramount to the schemes of 
speculators, en passant. We observe in an 
Ilinois paper the advertisoment of the board 
of commussioners of the Illinois and Michi- 
gan canal, for the sale of the canal lands, 
and leasing the water power to provide for 
the interest on the canal bonds in January. 
‘The sale is to be held at Lockport, Illinois, 
onthe 16th November next, The terms are 
as follows:— 

All settlers or others, who desire any par- 
ticulur tract or tracts to be offered nt this 
sale, will give such information to the Board 
cf Commissioners at their office in Lockport 
as soon as possible. 

‘Terns or Save.—For timber lands, one 
fourth of the purchase money in hand, and 
the balance in three annualinstalments with 
interest at six per cent payable annually in 
advance. For’ prairie Innds one tenth in 
hand und the balance in twenty years, bear- 
ing six per cent interest, payable at the end 
of each year. 

"The last sale of theso lands in June, 1840, 
yielded near $200,000, and this year the 
United States government lands in that sec 
tion are indefinitely postponed in order not 
to come in competition, In Ottawa, La Salle 
county, two valuable water powers already 
completed, will be leased. The value of the 
powers is $250,000 and will yield 10 to 15 
per cont. ‘The proceeds of these will un- 
doubtedly meet the interest on the $4,000,000 
of canal-bonds. The new issue of $500,000 
bonds will not be put upon the market. 

‘The war apprehensions seem to be in- 
creasing and influence the market in a gre 
ter dogree ench day. In the event of a sim- 
ilar panic provailing in England, our market 
will be violently agitated & the leading banks 
areacting wisely in, to use a nautical phrase, 
“snugging ship,” stopping stock loans, keep- 
ing their affairs rigorously under their con~ 
trol and calling constantly for their balances 
from the small and doubtful banks. The 
only way to avoid serious disaster is to be 
prepared for it. Had our banks been ex- 
panded in ever so small a degree, the events 
of the last few weeks would have resulted 
jn ruinous consequences. ‘The sudden alter- 
ation of the tariff, the shipments of specic, 
the war alarms, and the more startling, be- 
cause more immediately local fact of the 
stoppage of the Commercial Bank, would 
not have failed to haye prostrated ail. Ow- 
ing to judicious management however, these 
combined events have produced comparative: 
ly but little excitement.

‘That Ilinois (notwithstanding many circum- 
stances havo combined together that cppar- 
ently show that she is much inyolved) is re- 
ily in a beiter condition than a majority of 
those States who have entered into the inter- 
nal improvement system, is here fully estab- 
lished, 

Wo hope, hereafter, that the enemies of 
Illinois, who would drive emigrants from her 
rich and fertile soil by fabricated statements 
respecting her financial condition, will now 
cease their miserable lubors, and (urn their 
attention to something more profitable to the 
community and more creditable to them- 
selves. 

We ask an attentive perusal of this letter, 
ns it contains much valuable information in 
regard to the affairs of this State, with which 
every individual should be familiar. That 
it speaks the plain and simple truth, every 
individual will readily discover.

Pormit us, as citizens of the State of Iii- 
nois, to lay before you a {air statement of the 
linbilities and resources\of our Stat We 
have no expectation that\wo can raise the 
price of those securities in this market; our 
only abject is to show to the holders that 
they ar good. 
‘As cilizens of Illinois we deeply deplore 
the low state of her credit in this city. We 
have examined closely the affiirs of the State, 
her recent acts and her present policy, and 
oan see nothing in them whatever to justify 
the recent disastrous fallin her securities. — 
True, we arc in debt eleven millions of dol- 
lars, and some of that money has been thrown 
away, as it regards and income at present; 
yet we will endeavor to show that our re- 
sources are and will be abundant to meet all 
our liabilities. 
Four millions of this debt bas been expen- 
ded Wnon the Mlinois and Miebigan Canal; of 
the safety of this sum there can be no doubt. 
‘The General Government donated for the 
canstruction of this canal every alternate 
section of land for five miles exch way of 
the canal, and over one hundred miles in 
length, every other alternative section being 
Government lands—is now sottled upon, and 
become onctof the most populous parts of the 
State. The amount of land yet remaining 
was estimated, according to the sales ofJune, 
1840, per reportof the Canal Commissioners 
to the Senate of Inst winter, at five millions 
nine hundred and eighty thousand dollars; « 
sum sufficient to complete the canal, or pay 
the amount that has beon expended upon it. 
Offers have been made the State, by a com- 
pany, to complete the canal for the lands — 
The offer was refused, as it would not re- 
quire near that sum to complete the works; 
and-we confidently believe that, when com~ 
pleted, it will pay the debt. [tis even a fair 
presumption, from all calculation, that the 
canal will take care of itself, as to principal 
and interest. Of this there can bo no doubt 
in the minds of rational men, who will take 
the trouble to pasa over the line of the canal, 
and see the many hundred teams that pass 
daily on their way to Chicago, loaded with 
produce for the eastern market, and again 
reloaded with lumber and goods for the inte- 
rior: Three millions more of this debt ts the 
stock issued to the State Bank and Bank of 
IMinois; the rate of interest was raised Inst 
winter to nine per cent., consequently, the 
surplus interest upon the State stock would 
amount to $90,000 annually. Another mil- 
lion of dollars has been oxpended upon the 
Northern Cross Ruil Road, between Spring- 
field, the capital of the State, and the Illinois 
River, adistance of 65 miles, 24 miles of 
which have been in operation for the last 
eighteen months, and showing conclusively 
that ic would pay its own interest, if the bal- 
ance was completed. Consequently the 
Legislature made an appropriation last win 
ter of about $40,000, sutficient to complete it, 
and the work will be finished the present full, 
‘The balance of the debt, three millions, has 
been expended in the purchase of railroad 
iron, lands, &e., and upon different railroad 
routes, that canot be at proseat available; 
yet it is not all sunk, as above one million is 
in iron and lands, purchased under the law 
authorizing the system of {Internal Improve- 
mont, ‘The resources of the State aro, first, 
the sale of canal lands anually, sufficient to 
pay the interest upon the four millions canal 
debt, alter January Ist, 1842. Second, an 
income from the railroad sufficient to pay 
the interest upon one million, after January 
Ist, 1842. ‘Phird, the three per cent., sur- 
plus interest upon the bank stock, amount- 
ing ty $90,000 annually; the bonus paid oth- 
er States on tho private stock isone half 
per cent., amounting to $15,000. Fourth, 
from proceeds of public lands, $60,000 an- 
nually, Fifth, from the ten per cent tax that 
already exists, $80,000—making ia all a 
sum of $245,000 annually, to apply on the 
payment of interest of the remaining three 


millions, of the debt, it requiring only $180, 
000 annually to pay short interest, leaving a 
balance in the (rensury of $65,000, [thas 
been the policy of the Governor and the 
Fund Commissioner to sell sufficient of the 
S'ate bonds to pay tho interest up to Janu~ 
ary next, and all liabilities necruing at that 
time; but the continued low price of the 
bonds has induced them to look to other re~ 
sources to meet these liabilites. These re~ 
sources are, first, in the anticipation of 
$150,000 due from the State Bank, and 
$50,000 from the ten per cent. to the new 
States, under tho late Distribution bill, and 
{$80,000 from the ten percent. tax that was 
levied Inst winter. The assessments have 
been made, and the process of collection 
commenced—making in all, fram these re- 
sources, $280,000. Offers have been made 
tofurnish money upon these means, The 
State requires but $240,000 to pay the six 
month’s interest uponj $8,000,000 due in 
January nest, the bank stock paying its own, 
and leaving surplus of $40,000, Hence it 
will be seon that the state will only oo behind 
in the payment of all her liabilities on ac~ 
count of interest accruing January next a- 
bout $300,000. This deficiency is to ve 
made up vy a sale of the 49,000 acres of 
Innd, grain and other property belonging to 
the rail road system, in the course of anoth- 
er year, ant by direct tax. ‘The Governor 
says in one of his letters to the Fund Com- 
missioner when in this city, thata direct tax:
